REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  BOARD. 


The  School  Board  of  Bow  respectfully  submit  the  follow- 
ing report : 

In  reviewing  the  past  school  year  the  results,  although  not 
perfectly  satisfactory,  are  as  good  as  could  reasonably  be 
expected.  The  town  system  of  schools  is,  we  think,  gradu- 
ally growing  in  favor,  and  its  former  opponents  are  cheer- 
fully recognizing  the  advantages  of  better  school-houses, 
larger  and  lpnger  schools,  and  a  fixed  responsibility  for  their 
management  and  the  expenditure  of  the  school  funds. 

The  defacement  of  our  school  registers  by  tardy  and  ab- 
sentee marks  calls  to  our  attention  the  greatest  hindrance  to 
the  success  of  our  schools.  This  seems  to  be  an  evil  which 
parents  are  slow  to  recognize.  The  fault  lies  somewhere  and 
should  be  remedied  at  once.  The  taxpayers  who  support 
our  schools  have  a  right  to  demand  that  children  should  not 
be  defrauded  and  schools  injured  by  the  carelessness  of 
parents. 

During  the  past  year  a  new  school-house  has  been  erected 
on  the  River  road  and  a  new  house  at  South  Bow  will  be 
completed  in  season  for  the  summer  term.  The  school-house 
in  the  White  district  has  been  removed  to  a  very  pleasant 
and  convenient  location,  giving  the  scholars  in  that  part  of 
the  town  much  better  accommodation. 

These  improvements,  together  with  the  contemplated 
removal  of  one  of  the  Bog  school-houses  to  a  central  loca- 
tion, and  the  erection  in  the  near  future  of  a  new  house  at 
North  Bow,  will  give  the  district  eight  school-houses,  which 
we  think  will  compare  favorably  with  those  of  our  neighbor- 
ing rural  towns. 
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The  expense  of  providing-  and  maintaining  these  schools, 
being  borne  by  the  taxable  property  of  the  whole  town,  is 
not  burdensome  as  would  be  the  case  if  the  expense  were 
confined  to  poor  and  sparsely  settled  districts.  We  would 
recommend  that  a  sufficient  sum  be  raised  to  make  such 
repairs  as  necessity  and  economy  may  suggest. 

We  have  expended  the  sum  of  $33.67  for  books  and  sup- 
plies under  the  free  text-book  law.  Our  books  are  in  fair 
condition  and  a  small  annual  outlay  will  be  sufficient. 

In  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  district,  the  old  school- 
houses  on  the  Turnpike  and  in  the  Green  district  have  been 
disposed  of  by  auction. 

We  have  received  from  the  town  treasury  $46.82,  unex- 
pended money  of  the  old  No.  2  district,  which, will  be  ex- 
pended as  far  as  possible  for  the  benefit  of  those  scholars 
residing  within  the  territory  of  that  district. 

BOW    MILLS. 

The  spring  and  fall  terms  were  taught  by  Jennie  L. 
Davis  of  Canaan,  a  teacher  of  experience  and  capability. 
She  was  earnest  and  faithful  in  her  work,  and  a  good  degree 
of  improvement  was  exhibited  in  nearly  all  branches  of  study. 
This  is  the  largest  school  in  town.     Register  nearly  perfect. 

NORTH    BOW. 

Spring  term,  Alice  C.  McClure,  teacher. 

This  was  her  first  experience  in  teaching.  She  seemed  to 
have  the  good  will  of  her  scholars,  and  we  consider  that  the 
term  was  a  profitable  one.     Register  not  perfect. 

Fall  term,  Edwin  A.  Colby,  teacher. 

A  very  small  school  for  an  experienced  teacher  to  work  in , 
but  we  think  that  marked  advancement  was  made.  Register 
nearly  correct. 
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WHITE    DISTRICT. 

Summer  term,  Hattie  A.  Saltmarsh,  teacher. 

This  school  opened  very  favorably  under  the  tuition  of  this 
successful  teacher,  but  owing-  to  her  sickness,  was  closed  pre- 
maturely, much  to  the  regret  of  all  interested.  Register 
nearly  perfect. 

Fall  term  :  The  first  week  was  taught  by  Alice  Saltmarsh, 
as  substitute.  The  remainder  of  the  school  was  taught  by  Rev. 
J.  B.  Aldrich.  The  school  was  quiet  and  orderly,  and  as 
interesting,  perhaps,  as  any  school  with  as  few  scholars, 
and  the  advancement,  under  the  circumstances,  quite  satisfac- 
tory.    Register  imperfect. 

RIVER    ROAD. 

Spring  term  taught  by  Winnie  Davis,  of  Hooksett. 

This  was  her  first  attempt  at  teaching.  She  labored  zeal- 
ously for  the  best  interests  of  the  school,  got  the  good  will 
of  the  scholars,  and  we  think  had  a  successful  term.  Regis- 
ter nearly  perfect. 

Fall  term  taught  by  Anna  Otterson,  of  Hooksett. 

This  was  also  her  first  attempt.  The  scholars  made  im- 
provement under  her  charge,  and  the  school  appeared  well  at 
the  close.     Register  imperfect. 

BOG    DISTRICT. 

Lizzie  Hammond,  teacher  of  spring  and  fall  terms. 

Some  of  the  scholars  were  very  irregular  in  attendance, 
and  considering  the  difficulties  she  had  to  contend  with,  we 
think  she  had  an  excellent  school.  The  best  of  order  pre- 
vailed and  the  examination  was  exceptionally  good.  Register 
nearly  perfect. 

SOUTH    BOW. 

William  F.  Davis,  teacher  of  spring  and  fall  terms. 

This  was  his  first  school.  Marked  improvement  was  made, 
and  his  work  was  satisfactory  to  all  concerned.  Register 
nearly  perfect. 
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BROWN    HILL. 


Summer  term  taught  by  Mabel  C.  Giddings,  of  Merri- 
mack. 

This  was  her  first  experience.  We  think  her  efforts  were 
such  as  to  merit  approval,  and  prove  in  her  a  desire  to  attain 
success.     Register  imperfect. 

Fall  term:  Carrie  L.  Elliott,  of  Revere,  Mass.,  was  en- 
gaged for  this  term.  She  taught  but  two  weeks,  being  sick, 
and  was  obliged  to  resign. 

She  was  succeeded  by  Mary  F.  Ronan,  also  of  Revere. 

This  was  her  first  term.  She  seemed  to  possess  a  genu- 
ine love  of  her  work,  and  succeeded  in  awakening  a  lively 
interest  on  the  part  of  her  scholars  and  also  their  parents, 
who  gave  evidence  of  their  appreciation  of  an  efficient  teach- 
er by  visiting  the  school  frequently.     Register  imperfect. 

WOOD    HILL.
